Mother 
was listed as MARY POKER, bom in Vilna, Russia, in 1980, 
ismigrated to the United States in 1900, resided in the 
United States from 1900 to 1952, acquired citizenship by 
sMurriago and at the 'time of the application was residing, 
with her husband. POKER stated he was married to 
ROSLYN HELD, bom June 17, 1913, in Hew York, New York. 

On November of 1961, POKER requested for himself 
md his wife, permission to visit Cuba to engage in 
research at the ARCHIVO HACIONAL in connection to a book 
which he was writing on dealing with the history of 
Cuba and its relations with Spain and the United States.

To the average white American, the Black 
Panther Party means one thing— an anar- 
chistic band' of gun*toting, white-hating 
thugs.

Among several important documents given 
is ffie full text of the answer of the New 
York Panther 21 to Judge Munagh. All 
together, these writings constitute a unique 
history of the Party and the vital role it 
has played in the whole black, liberation 
movement. 

Counsel to the Black Panthers, Charles 
R. Garry, has written an, analysis of the 
persecution of the Party, and the prominent 
black Georgia legislator, Julian Bond, has 
provided 'a preface. 

No reader will come away from this 
volume without knowing exactly what the 
Black Panthers stand for and what the 
issues are.
